Fatal Accident < :i I'.i.ly of UnirU.U 
Tourists ill Ktfj jit. 

Writing from Cairo on January 1st, 
an occasional correspomlent of the 
London "Staiubu'd" b^iids to that 
journal llio following,': U is nhvays 
R luviufiil uml<Ji-lal:ni^' Im ifcorJ iiu ac- 
culonL alU-'udod ■aHU lo..., of life, and 
partictilaily when hucli -a ealamuy 
qy%lakeB oaa'a fijioudB, who citlicr m 
puvsuirof health' or pleasnrd .iro sud- 
denly Buatclied away fi-oiu Uii.s life, and 
under circumsiaiicfs wiirio diin,L;cr ih 
Icast approlxiudod. Tho suddun cap- 
sizing ol a Dehabiab (passenger sad- 
iug vus.sol),wit,h the loss of thrco Ku;,'- 
lisb l^diea.and the greater part of lu<r 
crew, has cast a gloom oTer the wholo 
tourist coinimuiiLy .among whom tliero 
whoro many who knew tlio siillcrcra. 
An aocidont of thui kind is happily un- 
common. I liave been able to obtain 
tke following particulars: The 'deha- 
bjah Aurora' left Boulao, the port of 
(Dario, on December I'Jih, having on 
board Mr. Guruey and his Ibroa sis- 
tera. They had a pleasant trip up to 
Avithin a Tew miles of ilinion, which 
thoy were approachinj? on 'ShavBd&y, 
the 23d. On this day the weather had 
been Bomowhat uncertain and squally. 
They, howevor, pushed on with tho 
view of overtaidng Lhuir uncle, Hon. 
Kussell Gurnoy, recorder of London, 
who, with his wife and friend was 
some diBfcance ahead in another'deha- 
biah'. ■ After Bunset on Sunday, the 
weather being considered promising, 
they continued sailing. Tho young 
ladies retired to their cabin soon aftur 
y p. m. Their brother was still in the 
saloon, 'when he was alarmed by (he 
vessel giving a sudden lurch over, and 
hearing a confusion on deck rushud 
to the entrance of tho cabin, and 
■found himself in the water. Un .his 
8tru"-"lin"' to tho surface tho 'deha- 
biah°\ad disappeared, and he was 
swept away by tho current. Portunate- 
■ ly for him one of tho small boats 
had broken away when the 'dehabiah' 
wont down, and into which throe 
of tho sailors, tho cook, a boy, and a 
dragoman had managed to clamber, 
aiufalthough carried away some dis- 
tance by the tremendous current, the 
-people in the boat succeeded, after 
groat) efforts, in r.'.scuuig the unfortu- 
nate gentleman, after being over twen- 
ty minutes m the water. Nothing 
could bo seen of the 'dehabiah,' nor 
did they succeed in rescuing any more 
of her people. This melancholy dis- 
aster occurred about 9:20 p. m. on 
the' 23rd, at a part of the river known 
to bo somewliHt dan^'eious, near Je- 
bel al Telle, ubuutlcn inih-s north of 
Minieu, on tho eastorn side of the 
river. The rocks rise perpendicularly 
out of the water and the rivor here 
takes a bend. A sudden s pii 11 from 
the south or south-east round this 
point would capsize any erait if the 
crow were in any way iicgli,'j;ont. Mr. 
Gurney and tho other Hurvivors reaeh- 
ed?'the shore late at night and the for- 
mer communicated with the Governor 
of>Iiajen, who at once procoodi'd to 
the spot with a steaiiicr and men to 
lender as:,istauce if pos.-iblo. :\Ir. 
(hii-ncy wa.. also joiiie,! by liis um'lc 
and received much synipcVtiiy and as- 
siBtanoe from other travelers wlio 
were in the neiglihorhood. .\s Hie

Tho vast assemblage at the ^st- 
ings yesterday •ffaa evidenee of the 
great interest with which, the present 
coutest is iuvestod in the minds of the 
electors; and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of hands that 'were raised for 
Judge Elliott establishes beyond tho 
shadow of a doubt tho popularity of 
the now Govorumont and the uttor 
futility of any attempt to throw the 
country into a state of political chaos 
and financial ruin by defeating Mr. 
Elliott. The speech of Mr. Elliott 
•was eloquent and to tho point. Tn 
a few well-directed remarks ho riddled 
the Blunders that bad boon circulated 
respecting him. during tho past few 
days, and showed that in voting to 
condemn tho financial policy of tho 
late Government be had acted up to 
the pledge, given bj him on tho same 
spot five months ago. He was very 
pronounced ou tho subject of Kailway 
construction and complotoly refuted 
the Beaven slander.

At noon yGaloi'day llio noiuinaliou of 
c.ui.liilntos to lill the soat in tlio Local 
Ijegislaturi! recently vacated by the hou. 
tlio Promior, A. C. Eiliolt, Esq., took 
place at Bastiou Square, wliero a very 
uamot'oas and entUusiastio asaemblage 
yraa ia atteadanoe. 

The proceedings wore opened by C. 
Provoat, Esij., D. puty Keturniuff Ollu-or, 
loading lilt! writ, and calliug t>ii Houie 
d»ly qunliliud person to nominuto a cim- 
didiitu. 

Air. Joseph tipratt, who was well re- 
ceived by a yruiil luiijority of tho eloctorB, 
proposed the hon, Mr. Elliott for ro-eleo- 
tioD, believing bim to be a gentle- 
man well qualiliud to represent 
the iiiterebts of tho people. (Loud 
chftors.) lie osprosaed hia opinion that 
the conduct of tlie late Goverumeut, in 
sending work out of Uie country to atrau- 
gors without f;i\"i"G homo iuduatriea a 
fair Bhow, wuh most disgraceful and 
quoted fts instance* the ordering of niacb- 
iuory for thoEaquimult drydock in Eug 
'land, and the purchase of machinery for 
the Governtneut printing office in Sun 
Pranciseo. Ho conlnnded that aa a citizen 
ho wai entitled to tender for auch work 
in order that be might have an opportu 
nity of finding omploymuat for tbe me- 
chauicsof tho city (cheers). Ho regarded 
the opposition ofi'erod by Mr. Duck aa 
.uujuat, and not by any moans inspired to 
assist the working claasoa (ohoora). With 
reference to Mr. Elliott, bo know bim 
from per.soual exporieuoo to bo a man of 
honor and one always willing to do all in 
kia power to assist those wiio wero in 
■want; and bo hoped and believed that bo 
ir»uld be returned at the bead of tbe xioll 
by a TBst naajority. (Oheeri.) 

Mr. Gbas. £all said that he took great 
pleasure in aeconding tbia nomination, 
and regarded Mr. Elliott as a man of un- 
Uiual courage to have accepted the Pre- 
miership with tho alVairs of tho country 
left in aucb a deplorable mess by tho lato 
Government (oboora.) It bad been in- 
dustriously circulated that Mr. Duck, 
who was opposing Mr. Elliott, was tko 
workingman's friend, ))ut he woulil aak 
tho electors to turn u deaf ear to that 
report uml to read tho statement of 
oxpoiu'-itures by tlio luto GoTernmont, 
wberoiu they wouhl aaa that Mr. Duck 
had, whilst a member of tho House, drawn 
somo SHOO for urork not let by contract. 
(Oheera.) It was a ■well known fact that 
Mr. Duok was a strong supporter of the 
Walkein Government, and well be might 
bo, but if a friend of that party it was im- 
]iossil)lo that bo ci>ul(l rt'prusent the in- 
tereHla of the working class. With every 
belief in Mr. lilliolt'd integritj' ho begged 
to second the uominalion. (Cheera). 

Mr. William Wilson (clothier) bad the 
Lonor to propose Mr. Duck, and belisved 
that Mr. Elliott had forced on this oppo 
sition — (No! no! It's Boaven — Beavon) — 
by accepting office. When last before 
the oleators Mr. Ellif>tt had promiged a 
fair support to the Walkom Government 
and "that was why wo had elected him." 
[Crie»of "who is kv?" "the Government 
clique opposed him;" "the people elected 
bioi," eto. J But directly tho Houno mot 
Mr. Elliott was found wire pulling to 
compass the dufoafc of tho Walkem Gov 
eriiuiont. [S. Voice- "It's a pity it wasn't 
done three j'oars ago. "J Even before tho 
House met Mr. J:^Uiotl had (Sailed upon 
Capt. Evans, one of the Cariboo repro- 
sentatives, and asked him to attend an 
opposition caucus. 
Mr. Elliott— That is false. 
Ho (Mr. WiUon) condonuipd tho oppo- 
sition for thrmving out the Miui.stry be- 
cause tho (piestion on irlucli vote wa.s 
token was not one touching tho manner 
in which money bad been fXijciidod, but 
whether Mr. Mackenzie bad tha right to 
break faith with the Local Government 
or not, and the vote given expressed an 
actual eoncurronco in Mr. Mackenzie's 
Btopjiing the suhnidy. | .\o! No! Wliy 
did tbe ( iovcriunent pay ]it'r cent, for 
loans?! Ho con.Tidunul lliut. -Mr. Elliott 
had violated his jilrd^'o lu aiipporl tlin 
late Government, and bcdieveti that if 
eleoted his Ministry would open up fresh 
negotiations with Mr. Mackenzie, which 
in reality meant losing tho Island liail 
way allDgutliiT. JI,. llierofore had much 
pleasure in nouiin.diiig Mr. Duck. 

Mr. J. H. Tin iii r ui si'coiid iug the 
nomination dei'mi'd it luiiuvjc-^sary to 
speak in Mt. Duok'a defeuso, but would 
allude to tlio unpracodeutad manner in 
which the canvass on behalf of Mr. El- 
liott bad been conducted. BuHin(>SH men 
who bad oxpruised tludr intention of 
voting fiU' i\lr. Duck had lieen tlireaLfuml 
that tlieir business would be ruinod (Mr. 
Elliott: — Give the imnics.) Ho diil not 
intend to give uamoa, (groans) but he 
knew that electors believed what he 
stated. (Nc, No.) Ho thought that when 
eleotionooring came to this pass, il was 
liigh time it should 1)0 stoppinl, i;iul he 
thought tho electors would tsliow that 
«uch was thuir opinion by returning .Mr. 
Duck by a great laajoiily. 

JJo other candiduto was jiut in nomi- 
nation and the lloturning Olflcer — A. F. 
Pemberton, Ei^.-— proceeded to take a 
bIii>W of bands. 

For Mr. lilliiilt a crop of hands cover- 
ing an acre ami a half waH raised, amid 
load oheerB, whilst (or Mr. Duok bands 



sprung principally from littlcLgroupa of 
supporters of the late Government. The 
majority for Elliott was about i to 1.

Amid loud Hhouts of Elliott! Elliott! 
tho boa. gentleman appeared and was 
greeted with an enthusiastic rocoptiou. 
After tbo Cheering had subsided bie said: 
That when before them at the last elec- 
tion he had promised to givo ony govern- 
ment a fair and indepandont support, 
particularly on tho llailway question as 
arranged by tho Carnarvon Settlement, 
and that bo would resort to uo i)aUry 
dodge nor avail hiiufioIC of any trick to 
upset tho Walkeni Govornuiont, thou in 
power, and ho now maintained that he 
had kept those promises. It had been 
said by Mr. Wilson, Mr. Duok'a proposer, 
that he (Mr. Elliott) had askfed Capt. 
Evans to attend an opposition caucus 
meeting before tho policy of tho lato 
Governiiiout had been placed beforo the 
Uou?o;butthe facta of tho case were 
• imply these: — he had called at Mr. A.E. 
B. Davie's office one day jWhare, he met 
that gentleman and Oapt. Evaud,; and in 
the course of conversation bo asked them 
if they intundcd to be present at a caucus 
meeting goiij^ to bo bold that day. Ho 
believed that ihey replie,! that thoy were 
not, as all the moinbers of tho House had 
not yet arrived in town, liut aa for him- 
self he bad never attended a single oppo- 
sition meeting until after the Railway 
policy of the Govornmont had been 
uruinUnousl;/ endorsed by tho Hou«o, and 
the liiianc.ial [jidicy waa on the evo of 
coming to a vote. ( Loud cboer.s) . With 
l oferonco to the opposition iillered to his 
(dection be did not bolievs that sinytbing 
more disreputabhi ('ould possibly bnvo 
been arranged, tho Ministers of tho latd 
Government being at the bottom of it all. 
Ho had told them so in t)ip House, aiid 
ha was sorrr that only one iii the, Jqiir 
could rise and contradict it — that was 
Mr. Walkoni; — the other three sat silent, 
because they well know that what he 
had told them was true. On that day, 
after tbe House had adjourned, ho was 
approached by Mr. Beavon, who told him 
that his assertion was most unparliament 
ary; he (Mr. Elliott) admitted that it was 
perhaps unparliamentary, but told Mr. 
Boaven that it was worse even khan that, j 
it was TKUB. (Loud cheers.) With re 
ferenco to the articles racontly published 
in the Standard the hon. gentleman said 
ho did not know which of tbo lato Minis- 
ters was editor of that journal, but he 
waa inclined to think that all four of 
them held tho position jointly, for no 
one editor could po.isibly have found 
the "mare's nest" which it (irofe.iscd to 
have disoovored on Tuesday morning — 
namely, that be and members of his Gov- 
orument wero wire pulling' with geutlo- 
uieu at Ottawa to oocouiplisb tho aban- 
donment of the Island Rivilway. This 
was tha most absurd falsehood yet print- 
ed, and must, to even the most . pbtuto 
mind, appear groundless, if for no other 
reason than that there have been no 
moans for somo days of receiving intelli- 
gauco from Ottawa, or forwarding des- 
patches to that city (cheers.) Ho had 
also been accused of being in league with 
Mr. Mackenzie with a /iew to obtaining 
a Goanty Court Judgeship. Xow those 
who had been here for some years 'would 
perhaps remember that ho had been tho 
lirst County Court Judge of British Col- 
umbia. 

Mr. .\.. Wilson— Yes, and a very jioor 

one too. 

Mr. Elliott— I daresay you think so; I 
must have had to givo judgment against 
you. [Loud cheers and laughter. J ' 

When ho (Mr. Elliutt) conientod to 
act as High SborifT la; had stiijulided that 
his position of County Court Judgi' 
should not bo lost sight of .and in January, 
1875, (not last M.iy aa tho SUmditni stat- 
ed) four months before tho death of his 
friend Mr. Buahby, he considered it his 
duty merely to place his claim on record, 
with tho Qovernmont at Ottawa. [Hear.] 
Mr. Turner had accused bis (Mr. El 
liott'sl friends of throateiiin;-,' those who 
intondod to vole against liiiii, but ho de 
lied him to produce the name of any 
friend who had resorted to such a course, 
becanao unyouo who would do it was not 
a friend of his. It had also been said 
against bim that having taken two gon- 
tlom(m into his Ministry who had au|)- 
portod the nmondnient to considor tiie 
cash bonus of .S7&0,(IOO for railway 
Uvs, bo would be C(;nipel!od to yield 
to their ilosirea on thin point; but be con 
tended that "tho boot wa.i on the other 
leg" and that if those gonllemon di<l not 
intend to stand by their pledges on which 
ho accepted them as ooUoagiMS, it would 
be his duty and privilege tq say "you 
must go if you do not intend to ad hero to 
y(mr proniisoH," (Cheers. ) and he would 
haTu bis alternulivo by advisinrr ||u.. 
Lieutenant Governor to that ullect. Ho 
did not doom it necessary to say much on 
this point, however, as lUo vote on the 
Railway question had been iinanimjus 
and since then Mr. Vernon liail omptaati- 
oally stated in a public journal his inton- 
tion to abide by the Carnarvon T'erms. 
Ho was aware then.' had beon numerous 
chiirge.i made agaia.il luni, and reports 
cireulaled by slriicl e iriier [jolil ie-niii.s 
whose courbo be could only eliaracleri/.e as 
rascally, it was also a scandalous thing 
to see men like Mr, Boaven and Dr, Jtdiu 
Ash canvassing the city again.st him, aiul 
he was hure that the poorer class (jf liie 
city iuumI li/ive l)e(Ui ulterlr asloni.shed at 
lliocoiuluct of thiiso genlUuiien wiicn 
tlioy condescended ti> e.\t ;nil a oer-uni,! 
canvass! (Cheers.) lie did nut iiiteuii 
to detain Ihcm any longer as Mr, Boaven, 
disguised as Mr, Duck, was about to 
address them. Ho had no doubt that 
genlloman's addross would be like tho 
Quoou's sp(!t)(di, composed by (late) 
Ministers, comi)rising iiiunerous Hh(jrt 
paragraphs; somo of which be expected 
would allude to "gentlemanly deport- 
ment," and others tp the oasiost and best 
way of oonstrndting ''electioneering" 
roads by a Qovernmont which had fd- 
roady impovorisliBil tho country and 
brought tlie Pruvince to her i)reH(jnl cun- 
dilion. In conclusion ho would toll his 
I opponents tlnil they might as widl tiy lo 
empty ibo luirlior of iLs WMter with a 
pitchfork as try to keop him out of the 
House, and again he would state be was 
pledged to tho Carnarvon Terms and any 
minister who proposnd to treat with Mr.
